St. Petersburg. Sept. 2.—The Czar 
and Czarina arrived from Peterhoff this 
morning toassist in the inauguration 
ot the memorial church at St, Peters- 
burg, which is built on the scene of the 
assassination of Alexander II in 1881. 
The only intimation the people had of 
the presence of their majesties was 
when they found all the streets throngh- 
out which the imperial party were to 
pass closed absolutely to the public and 
householders were forbidden to have 
their windows open. Alter the cere- 
mony at the church the. emperor and 
empress and the grand dukes drove to 
Peterhaklovsk and prayed at the tomb 
of Alexander II. Then they returned 
to Peterhoff Castle. Later their ma- 
jesties started on a brief yatching cruise 
in the waters of Finland. General 
Dratchabsky, prefect of St. Petersburg 
has been appointed on the staff of the 
emperor as.a reward for his safe conduct 
of todays imperial visit to the capital, 
It-is the first time that the. Jzar has 
been seen on the streets of St, Peters- 
burg since before the bloodshed of ‘Red* 
Sunday, January 22, 1905, His journey 
from the winter palace on the opening 
of the first Douma in 1906, was made 
entirely by water,

The origin of the fire is un- 
known, but it is thought that 
some thoughtless person en- 
tered the stable and dropped a 
match in the hay. There were 
three horses that usually oce 
cupied the stable but one had 
been taken up to Robert Doug- 
las’ stable for the night. Hts 
stall was at the south side of 
the stable and last night was 
empty. The fire undoubtedly 
started in the manger of that 
stall. The probabilities are 
that some person stepped into 
the stable to light his cigar 
and threw the match in the 
hay with the disastrous tee 
sults that usually accompany 
carelessness of thatkind. The 
building was owned by John 
Walter. The loss of Douglas 
Bros. will amount to $2000, 
there being no insurance.

SOLAR INFLUENCE. 


It ty Difficult For a Fire to Burn ly 
the Sunlight. 

“Did you ever know that fires don’! 
burn as well in sunlight as they do in 
the shade or at night?” asked my 
friend, the man much given to hunting 
And fishing. “Of course they don't 
seem to because of the greater lght 
from the sun, but I mean as an actual 
fact they don’t. 1 noticeé this thing 
when on a hunting trip up in Maine 
first, and how it happened to attract 
my attention was that the fire went 
vut, totally out, before the sticks were 
entirely constmed. The wood was dry 
and resinous, and there was no reason 
why every particle of it shouldn't have 
burned. The’ guide told me he had no 
ticed the same sort of thing innumer- 
able times when fires were burning in 
the sunfight, and this started me on an 
investigation’ which proved in actual 
practice that'open fires not only don’t 
burn so well ‘when the sun’s rays are 
shining on them~and fail to throw out 
as much heat»by thermometric tests, 
but often are actually extinguished by 
the sun if the rays are bright and 
strong enough: Coal fires are affected 
just the same as wood. Strange to say; 
several scientists to whom I have ap- 
penled ‘asserted that the sun's rays 
could have no effect whatever on a 
fire. They do, however. I know this 
beyond all shadow of doubt, and # 
wonder what the reason is, Other scl 
entists say it’s because the heat of the 
sun adds to the consumption of oxygen 
of the atmosphere which is necessary 
to a blaze and also produces carbon 
which helps to extinguish the fire."
